indicates the general growth of public opinion on the subject of the opening of 
picture galleries on Sanday. No Jew, however observant, feels any com- 
punction in visiting a Museum or Picture Gallery on the Sabbath. The alleged 
gloom of the Jewish Sabbath never existed. The phrase AIY Ww, delight 
of the Sabbath ”’ is continually on the lips of all Jewish teachers. Isaiah used it 
in a significant manner, “ Ye shall call the Sabbath a delight,” and it has been no 
empty phrase throughout the ages. The Lord's Day (Sunday) gradually became 
more and more a day of seclusion and gloom, quite foreign to the real Sabbath of 
the Decalogue, the Seventh day, a day of joyfal rest. In the darkest age of 
persecution and trouble the Jews associated the day with sanctified rejoicing. 
An agreeable evidence survives in the tuneful MW, stili sung in eome Jowish 
households on the Sabbath eve. Chees and draughts: and even dominoes (but 
not cards) are generally played. Some seventh-day Baptists were strack with 
surprise, when sitting at the table of a Jew one Friday evening, to find that the 
Sabbath was welcomed with sng ani rejoicing. Their surprise was expressed 
in the Sabbath Memorial, which we quoted at the time. 

Writers of many varicd shades of opinion,. theological and social, have 
regarded the dispersion of the Jews as a_ blessing in disguise Lo themselves while 
a more apparent benefit to the world. Jews have looked upon the Diaspora 
as one of the means by which God has chosen them to bo His Witnesses and to 
keep alive throughout te world the Monotheistic Idea. Henrik [bsen in a letter 
to George Brandes in 1871 treated the Jews as examples of the virtues 
which Ibsen believed to be possessed by a people free from state or 
municipal control. He wrote: “The State is the curse of the individual. flow 
was the municipal strength of Prussia purchased? By the absorption of the 
individual into the political and geographical idea. The bar-keepor makes the 
best soldier. The opposite may bo exemplified by the Jews, the nobility of the 
human race. How have they maintained their individuality in isolation, in poetry, 
notwithstanding all the brutality of the outside world? Through the fact that 
they have had no’mnicipal burdens on their shoulders. Hid thoy remained in 
Palestine they would have gone to ruin in their constitution long ago, as all 
other peoples have done.” There is much in history to support this strange and 
extreme view, however much we may be disposed to dispute the premises and 
conclusion of the great writer. } 


Various are the superstitions which continue to keep a firm hold on the Jews 
in many parts of the East, notwithstanding the spread of education, and one of 
them was put to an amusing use at Sinyrna. It isa custom in that city when 
ever one of twins dies for the parents to take a padlock, which they fasten, and 
of which they voluntarily lose the key, or they carefally conceal it in some 
hidden spot, the p ypular belief being that the survivor will div at the moment 
the padlock is opencd. A young woman who had lost her twin brother married, 
and her husband came into possession of the padlock, Ono day a dispute 
occurred between the pair, and the husbiad, angry and unable to conavines his 
wife, threatened that he would open tae padlock. Tais threat at once brought 
the wife to reason. Sho tearfully submitted and -implored her husband to 
keep the padlock closed. 


JUDITH MONTEFIORE COLLEGE RAMSGATE. 


Dr. Hirschfeld delivered his first lecture on Monday last, as announced. on the 
Jewish philosophers of the Middle Ages, Commencing by tracing the origin of 
the philosophical speculation among the Jews, he showed how Islam first and 
the Karaites afterwards, took up the study of philosophy, and thus prompted tho 
Jews to follow in their foutsteps. Jewish philosophy, however, tending 
ds it did to: harmonise faith and reason, was essentially a philosophy of 
religion. Unlike the philosophical systems of Islam and Ohristianity 
it has not been superseded by later speculations, but it has adapted 
and can adapt itself to the spirit of the age, aud has consequently retained 
its importance and value even for the present time, Dr. Hirschfeld thea sketched 
the life and philosophy of Saadya Gaon, and gave abatr cts from the most impor 
tant portion of his work: “ Amunoth Vedeoth,” Dr. Hirschfield’s next lecture will 
treat of Jehuda Halevi's life and philosophy. 

Dr. Gaster in his second lecture, treated of the historical literature of the Jews 
from the time of the return from Babylon to the end of the last century. He» dwelt 
especially on the historical literature of the Alexandrinian perio 1, Demetrius, &o., 
as the forerunners of Jason, Josephus, and Justus of liberias. | Phe introduction of 
various eras into the Jewish chronology and thé literary activity in Judea after the 
victories of the Maccabees were then discussed, leading to the Jewish remnants of 
old chronological works, as mentioned in the Talmad and Midrash. Dr. Gastereon- 
eluded by eketching the character of this kind of historical literature which is 
continued throughout the Middle Ages down to Dayil G unis and Jechiel Heilprin 
The memorials from the times of the Crusades as well as of Juda ibn Verga and 
Joseph Cohen were also touched upon. The next and last licture will discuss 
legendary history and historiography. |

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tHE MONTEFIORE COAT OF ARMS, 


The special interest of this familiar coat of arms 
is due to the fact that it has a history of its own 
and at the same time possesses a certain historic 
importance. There are very few Jewish coats of 
arms of which the development can be traced 
from primitive family emblems, or which,indeed, 
have had any legitimate development at all, and 
there are still fewer which possess intrinsic 
historicinterest. Both these distinctions, how-

Royal Warrant by which they were conferred—for, except in the case of 
Peers and Knights of Order, supporters are not granted by the Heralds but by the 
Crown direct, as a special reward of some memorable exploit—recites the whole 
story of the Damascus ou'rage in terms which render it, from tho point of view 
of the Jewish historian, a document of considerable importance. The following

gate, in our County of Kent; Knight, Fellow of the Royal Society, and late Sheriff 
of London and Middlesex, in consequence of information having been reveived from 
the East, that a number of Jews have been imprisoned and tortured at Damascus and 
at Rhodes, and that many children had been imprisoned, and almost deprived of food 
and several persons tortured till they died, under the plea of the Jews having 
assassinated a priest, callei Father Thomasso at Damascus ; he had, in conformity to 
a voluntary offer made at a general meeting of the London Committee of Deputies 
of the British Jews and others, held on the 15th of June last, proceeded (accompanied 
by Lady Montefiore) to Alexandria, with the view of proving the falsity of toe accu- 
sation and of advocating the cause of his unfortunate and persecuted brethren ; that 
he arrived at Alexaniria in the beginning of August, and succeeded in obtaining 
from the Pasha of Egypt, Mahommed Ali, the release with honour, of the persons 
accused who hai been confined and permission for those who had fled to return to 
their homes, and he then proceeded t > Const sntinople, where he had an audience of 
the Sultan, Abdoul Medjid, and obtained from His Imperial Majesty a firman pro- 
claiming the innocence of the Jews and seouring to all; persons professing the 
Jewish religion under the Turkish dominion, equal righta with their fellow subjects. 
We, takipg the premises into our Royal consideration and being desirous of 
giving a special mark of our royal favour to the said Sir Moses Montefiore, in com- 
memoration of these his unceasing exertions in behalf of his injured and persecuted 
brethren in the East and the Jewish nation at large, have been sesnleusle pleased 
to allow him to bear supporters, although the privilege of bearing supporters be 
limited to the Peers of our Kealm, the Knights of our Orders, and the Proxies of 
Princes of our Blood at installations except in such cases wherein, under particular 
3 ircumstances, we have been pleased t» grant our license for the use thereof. Know 
ye, therefore, that we, of our princely grace and special favour, have given and 
granted, and by t«se presents do give and grant unto him, the said Sir Movws 
Montefiore our royal license and permission that he may bear the following sup- 
porters to his family arms, that is to say on the dexter side a lion guardant, and on 
the sinister side a stag, each supporting a flag-staff, therefrom flowing a banner, 
the dexter inscribed Jerusalem in Hebrew characters, as the same are in the 
painting hereunto annexed more plainly depicted ; the said supporters being first 
duly exemplified according to the laws of arma, and recorded in the Herald's offiee, 
otherwise this our license and permission be void and of none effeot, Our will and 
pleasure therefore is that you, Bernard Kdward, Dake of Norfolk, to whom the 
cognizance of mattera of this nature doth properly belong, do require and command 
that this our concession and especial mark of our royal favour be reyistered in our 
College of Arms to the end that our officers of Arms and all others upon occasion 
may take full notice and have knowledge thereof; and for so doing tnis shall be 
your warrant. 
Given at our Court of St. James, the twenty-fourth day of June, in the fifth 
year of our reign. ;

It is to be hoped that there will be no necessity for publishing another col- 


lection of Christliche Zeugnisse against the Blood Accusation, as was done four 
years ago ; but should the need at any time arise the warrant for the supporters in 
the Montefiore coats of arms will be found not the least significant of thw testi- 
monies recorded against the infamous calumny. 

It should be added that when the Montefiore baronetage was revived in the 
person of Sir Francis Montefiore—the present head of the family—the supporters 
were allowed tu go with the title, and consequently they still figure ia the 
escutcheon,

Tur BeTHNAL Green Free Liprary —The Committee of the Library have 
just iesued their report, setting forth the work done during last year, which has 
been the most prosperous yet experienced. The progress ina dozen years has been 
quite phenomenal, for the 500 volumes, with which a commencement was male, 
have grown to 20,000, besides an immense number of magazines, kc, In point of 
fact, their very success has been a source of perplexity to the Committee, necessi- 
tating, as it does, additional enterprise and larger outlay. rhe movement is entirely 
supported by voluntary aid. On the occasion of his visit the Lord Mayor, as a 
Vice-President, not only pronounced the success to be marvellous, but said that the 
library itself was “one of the most useful institations in the metropolis.” The 
additions presented to the library during the year were 1,744 volume», besides 
1.551 reviews, magazines, kc. Of course it will happen that many. copies of the 
same book aresent, besides illustrated papers. These are disposed of by granis 
being made to working lads’ institutes, workmen's clubs, colfve palaces, and similar 
institutions in and around London. The plan “of posting the advertisement 
sheets of the daily papers outside the livrary at, seven am. every day 
for the benefit. of those seeking employment, is much appreciatel. One 
individual exclaimed to the care-taker, “It’s the best day's work you've ever 
done for us.” The free illustrated science and other lectures and popular concerts 
have been more successful than ever, so much so that on two ovcasions the largest 
ha!l in the Kast-end was secured, accommodating not less than (,000 persons. The 
evening classes for technical education have been increased ; six new Classes were 
aided during the year. These embrace wood-varving, shorthand, book-keeping and 
various languages. It is estimated that through its. reading-room, lectures, and 
classes the library benefited some 50,000 persons last year, bringing Gp the number to 
100,000 since the foundation, The trastees hope s00n to commence building 
much larger premises, as at present the aco mmnodation is quite inadequate, This 
will involve an outlay of something like £20,000, :

bishor gave some interesting and important information on this very subject. 
After dwelling on the eminent career of Sir Moses Mowyrerione, whose 
death or rather adoption into perfect life his been commeniorated this past 
16th of Ab, and acknowledging much to our satistaction what he was so good 
as to call the “ magnificent liberality’ of our charities, he turned to the 
class of Jewish working-men and said words of them which wil be read 
for the first time in our columns with great pleasure, ‘ The Jewish poor,” 
he observed, “ by their industry, their thrift, their purity, set an example to 
be imitated by the poor populations among which they dwell.” 


[t is consoling to those who often suffer from stupid malignity and 
uninformed detraction to hear such a declaration from.one whose position 
makes him absolutely impartial, whose culture renders him eminently capable 
of judging, whose daily occupations and reports give him the best and latest 
means of information, These words of sympathetic appreciation will be precious 
indeed to mary a hard-wrought toiler. Whatever countenance the unreasoning 
Jew-hatred may receive from Christian prelates or others highly placed in 
some countries, this kindly Prince of the Church gives it nv encouragement 
here. And since a judicious Pastor never goes more than a certain distance 
in advance of his flock, we may be certain that his sentiments are typical of 
those of the Christian Church in this country in the main, We, with lesser 
worldly means and influence, but still with some influence, must be equally 
generous, - We must beware of joining in popular cries against the Church 
or against Christianity. The religion which has made us what we are we 
shall cling to all the more that we are praised, but the faith which has taught 
Dr. Benson his enlightened appreciation of others is also to be respected. 
Jewish public men have indeed been usually very cautious, and wissly so, in 
their references to the religious institutions of their fellow-countrymen,. We 
are of all political creeds, except that of the political dissenter, Dissenters 
he is older than Cranmer, and he than Wesiey. © But we have never mixed 
our religion with politics, and if Sir Joun Simon was the chief legal speaker 
on one side in the Baaptaveu Debate, Daron H. pe Worms earned plenty 
of invective by zealously fighting in the other camp. ‘The rival slogans of 
Disestablishment and Establishment have no meaning in our corporate ears, 
though Jacony may tell for the new Radicals, and Beaconsrixip led the 
stern and unbending Tories. The Jew Naquerr passed the Divorce Law for 
France, but the Jew Lionet Couen actually resisted the Deceased Wife's 
Sister Bill in England. Though neither praise nor blame shall make us 
waver in our allegiance to our inherited faith, or in the independence of our 
principles, such a rapprochement as that effected in Thanet cannot but 
stimulate friendly feelings and tend to bind us all together, Christian and 


Jew, in efforts for the amelioration of the social ‘and economical condition 
of our fellow-countrymen.

It is, therefore, apparent that we cannot look to a com- 
parison between: statistics of emigration and immigration to assist us in deter- 
mining, with any degree of accuracy, the amount of the alien population of this 
country. Itis,then, necessary to fall back on such partial information as can be 
obtained from private sources, or deduced from such official data as have been 
afforded. 

Undoubtedly, the largest amount of foreign immigration reaches this oountry 
from the Port of Hull. The aliens arriving at that port’come mainly from the 
Scandinavian countries, These immigrants are of a respectable class, and are gene- 
rally booked through to America. Most of the remainder of the immigrants arrive 
from Hamburg, and consist of very poor Germans and Russian Poles. The great 
majority of these are booked through to America, but a small pereentage, variously 
estimated at six to ten, either remain at Hull, or settle in Manchester, Leeds, and 
Bradford. It appears that there isin Leeds a large foreign colony. The informa. 
tion given as tothe exact number of foreigners resident here is very conflicting, 
Alderman Scarr placing it as high as 30,000, while Mr. Clayton, a medical gentle- 
man, dwelling close tothe Jewish quarter, estimates it at about 15,000, or perhaps 
rather less. Mr, Abrahams, a minister of the Jewish Synagogue at Leeda, stated 
that the number of Jews resident in Leeds is 6,000, To this, of course, would have 
to be added the Christian foreign population as to the number of which no evidence 
could be obtained. This foreign colony is the growth of comparatively few years, 
and is increasing steadily. It is important to observe that if the estimates given, 
even the lowest, as to the number of Jews in Leeds be correct, it to a very great ex- 
tent invalidates the figures as to foreigners given in the Census Returns of 1881. 

The same doubt as to the reliability of'figures in the Census. Returns is raised 
by the evidence of other witnesses ; among others, of Signor Righetti, Secretary to 
the Italian Benevolent Society, who estimates the number of Italians in London at 
9,000, while the Census Returns show an Italian population of only 3,000. Signor 
Roneoroni, Secretary of the “ Societé dei Cuochie Camerirei,” places the number of 
Italian cooks and waiters in London at 2,000, which, if accurately estimated, also goes 
to weaken the authority of the Census Returns. 

With regard to the foreign population in Leeds, we find the same characteristics 
which distinguish them elsewhere. They are described as thrifty, industrious, and 
peaceable, though being exceedingly uncleanly in their habits, and keeping aloof 


from the native population, Mr. Scarr takes a favourable view of immigration as: 


regards the trade of this country, and as regards the physique of the immigrants 
while Mr. Clayton regards their presence as a great misfortune. 

In Mr. Patrick's evidence will be found a table of foreign immigration into the 
Port of London. It shows the following figures :— 


It will be seen that these figures generally bear out the estimates given aa to 
the flow of immigration, by Mr. Alexander and others, which is elsewhere alluded 
to. Thus, the largest immigration was in the firat four years of the present decade, 
aud it diminished in 1886-87, in accordance with the opinions generally expressed 
by the witnesses who were examined in 1885, It will be seen, however, that the year 
1888 shows a very large increase of foreign immigration, proving that other causes 
than religious or political troubles (which are temporary) is at the bottom of the 
movement of population from the East, In the last fortnight in May 1558, and the 
first fortnight of July.1889, a special experimental inquiry was made by the Custom 
lIiouse officers with the view to ascertaining the nationalities of these immigrants 
and’ their destination, Of 146 immigrants in the fortnight in May 1588, %9 were 
Germans. 20 Poles, and 15 French. Of 117 immigrants arriving in the first fort 
night of July, 1889, 48 were German and 53 Polish. So far as it goes, this tends to 
confirm the opinion elsewhere expressed, that the figures given by Mr. Alexander, 
Mr. Landau, and other gentlemen, as to the extent of the Jewish population -in 
London, do not at.all settle the question as tothe amount of foreign limimigration, 
for we find that the number of Germans is in excess of the Poles ; and Mr. Alex- 
ander has told us that among the German immigrants Jows do not abound. The in 
quiries made as to the destination of these immigrants shows that of the 146, 13 were 
transmigrants ; of the 117 none, in the opinion of Mr. Patrick, were going to 
another country. This constitutes the main evidence as to the amount of foreign 
immigration. 

If we have regard only to the number of foreign residents in this country, the 
fears and complaints which have been expressed concerning their effect upon vur 
own population will appear exaggerated. It should be remembered, however, in 
this connection, thatthe word “ foreigner ” in the Census Returns denotes one who 
has been born abroad,and is nota naturalised British subject. Thus it often happens 
thatthe children of foreigners born in Exigland would be entered as English, 
although, as in the case of the colonies of Russian ani German Jewsin the Kast End 
of London and other places, they might be practically foreigners, Evidence, in- 
deed, has been given of the children of foreigners becoming .practioally English but 
the point is one to be considered, ; “a 

In 1881, according to the census, the number of foreigners in the United King 
dom was 186,000, in England and Wales 118,000, Taking the figures for England 
and Wales only-this shows a percentage of the foreign to the Wtal population of 
only 0.42 ; the accuracy of the returns has, however, been much questioned, But 
the matter assumes a different appearance if, instead of regarding the total amount 
of the alien population, we ccnsider its distribution. If we take the towns of London, 
Liverpool, Leeds, Hull and Manchester, we find that in them the percentage of the 
foreign to the total population of England and Wales was 140, in 1551; or taking 
the whole country, the proportion of the entire population was 0 45, and in these five 
towns 1.6%. It is therefore apparent that the alien population in this countury i4 
chiefly confined to the towns, where their effect will, of course, be disproportionate 
to their total number in the country. The increase of the foreign population in this 
country has been relatively greater than that of our own. Between 1561 and 188} 
the population of England and Wales increased 20 per cent. ; the total foreign popu- 
lation increased 40) per eent. ; the total foreign huropean population increased Sx 
per cent. ; and the population of Austrian, Han rarians, Russians, and Doles increased 
135 per cent. The significance of these figures is mainly tn the enormons increase of 
the Austro-Hungarian and Ruaso-Polish population, for it is from these countries 
that the poorest of our immigrants are drawn, and itis to them we attribute certain 
of the evils which have arisen in the East-end of London, and which have lod to the 
present inquiry and that proceeding before the Commi (tee on the Sweatin .

Nor is the pressure undoubtedly caused in particular localities hy the imoquality 
of distribution entirely local in its character. It is shown to a greater extent in par 
ticular trades. Mr. Gonner selects as an instance of this inequality in trade distribu 
tiion of foreign immigrants, the shoemaking and tailoring trades. Adding to pothes 
the numbers engaged in therm he finds that whereas the percent ra «ni 
ployed in them was "96 in 1861, in 1871 it had risen to 6, ond 
statistics refer to the tailoring and shoe-making trades throug the 
donot.in themseclves justify alarm.

In this connection the evidence comes almost entirely from the East-end of 

London. Mr. Freak, the Secretary of the Shoemakers’ Society, stated that about 25 
er cent.of the persons engaged in the boot and shoe trade in the East of London are 
Serlquene amounting in number to over 10,000 persons. Taking the tailoring trade 
of the Bast-end, it appears that of the persons engaged in tailoring in the parish of 
S:. George's in the East, over 80 per cent. are foreigners, while taking the trade for 
the East-end as a whole, Mr. Zeitlin estimates that 25 per cent. are Jewish. Mr. 
Burnett, however, who has conducted enquiries into the sweating system in the East- 
end of London, places the figure much higher. He estimates that the number of 
foreigners engaged in the tailoring trade in that district as being from 18,000 to 
20 O00 of which he would deduct about 5,000 for Jews born in this country. He does 
not beliewe that there are more than a few hundred Anglo-Saxon men employed in 
the trade, although there is a considerable employment of Anglo-Saxon women. The 
increase in foreign employment in the tailoring trade is not confined to London 
only. It is proceeding in Birmingham, Leeds, Manchester, Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
Glasvow,and Mr. Burnett contemplates the time when the ready-made clothing 
will be entirely in foreign hands, The preasure of foreign immigration is alleged to 
be felt also. though to a leaser extent, in the cigar-making and cabinet-making trades, 
In the latter trade it is said that of 23.000 engaged init in London, 4,000 are 
forcigners. 

The foregoing considerations make it clear that the effect of foreign immigra- 
tion upon the condition of our own workmen in not to be measured by the small 
percentage foreigners bear to the general population, or to the trades they enter as a 
a whole, but by their distribution in the particular trades of particular localities, and 
the consideration of such effect must therefore be specially applied to such trades and 
localities. 

In considering the question of foreign immigration, and the condition of aliens 
resident in this country, the inquiry made by the Committee has been unavoidably 
narrow, 

It has been chiefly though not exclusively directed to the East End of London’ 
this for many reasons, which may be sammed up briefly as follows :— 

(a.) The large number of destitute aliens arriving in the Port of London, and 
unable to proces d further. 
(b.) The attention directed to the sweating system in the East End by Mr. 

Burnett's and Mr. White's inquiries. 

(¢.) The large foreign colony in the East End. 

(d.) The greater facilities for obtaining information, owing to the organisations 

t work in the East End for the assistance of foreigners. 
P< In spite, however, of these advantages, it has been most vifficult to attain to 
anything like accuracy in the information sought for. As said before, any estimate 
as to the increase of foreigners in the East End since 1881 mnst be to a great extent 
conjectural. Evidence has been given that whole streets that were once in the occu- 
pation of English people are now occupied by foreigners. The greatest increase 
occurred between the years 1882 and 1885, largely on account of political and religious 
troubles in Eastern Europe, It has been etated that during the past 18 months the 
tide of immigration has diminished, but no definite figures have been given which 
satisfactorily determine this point. Dr. Asher, who estimates the number of poor 
Jews in London at 7,500 basing his estimate onthe number of charity funerals, and 


asserta that the number of pauper Jews has diminished since 1888.. Mr. Blank, Sec- 
retary of the Jews Temporary Shelter, admits that there has been a slight increase 
in immigration up to 1887, but is disposed to think it very small, and holds that it is 
counterbalaneed by emigration. - With regard to this question, it is to be observed 
that the opinions of Messrs. Alexander, Asher, and Blank are entirely devoted to the 
consideration of the case as it affects Jewish, and no information has been available 
regarding Christian immigranta. 

Various estimates have been submitted to us, whith do not profess to be accu- 
rate, but which are useful in considering the foreign population of London. Mr. 
Liewellyn-Smith has made a calculation as to the number of Jews in the East of 
London, that is the sub-registration districts of East London and Hackney. 


The census returnsof 1881 place the total of aliens in those districts at 21,167. 
In 1888, the Jewish Chronicle estimated the number of foreign Jews in London at 
21,000 of whom 15,000 were poor. Mr, Smith places the number of Jews in East 
London and Hackney at about 60,000, of whom nearly half were fromabroad. These 
estimates he bases on the number of children in the Jewish elementary schools, but 
the basis of his calculations is disputed by other. witnesses. Mr. Levy, a Board 
School master in Whitechapel, considers that out of a total population of 75,000 
35,000 are foreigners, while Mr, Weil, who is school attendance officer for the A divi- 
sion of the Tower Hamlets, has stated that of a population in his district of 15,000 or 
per cent. are foreigners. 

These estimates although they do not pretend to be accurate, go to prove how 
very large the foreign population of the East End is, and conflict with the census 
returns as applied to foreigners. 

Mr. Alexander has described in detail the operations of: the Jewish Board of 
Guardians in London,. This body not only relieves destitute Jews in London, but 
also enables them to emigrate or return to their homes. From this statement it 
appears that from 1582 to 1485 (inclusive), 6,086 persons were enabled by the Board 
to @emivrate and 2543 by the Russisa Committee. In 1887. 606 cases were enabled to 
emigrate , and in the first six months of 1888, 175 cases were helped onwards, and: 
26 returned home. On these figures Mr. Alexander claims that Jewish pauper im- 
migration is not 8o formidable as issupposed. But he aleo points out that on the 
basis of the census returns of IS71—S1, it may be assumed that the great increase of 
foreign immigr “ty if amongst Germans, amongst whom there are comparatively 

few Jews. On this point it may be observed, that it is certain, from the evidence

There is a general agreement that pauper immigration is an evil, and ehould b 
checked. Among other obvious advantages, it is asserted that the stopping of pauper 
immigration would largely decrease, if not altogether destroy, the sweating entez 
The objections to the proposals are not based on grounds of policy in any instane 
but upon the difficulty of carrying such a measure into effect. It has been pins 
out that owing to the large number of persons arriving in Great Britain {rom abe 
the obstacles in the way of obtaining adequate information as to the destination wi 
condition of the passengers would be. enormous in view of the short tim 
the vessel is at sea, and the brief interval which occurs in landing. 

Mr. Moran is of opinion that the provisions of the Alien Act cyuld be realy 
enforced at the ports, and in Mr. Giffen's opinion this would be very desirable. Whe 
speaking of checking the immigration of alien paupers, it is clear that the only ry 
effectually to accomplish this is by stopping them at the port of arrival. This isth 
course adopted in the United States and in Germany. 

Efforts have been made by the Jewish Board of Guardians in London to ran 
destitute aliens to their homes ; but some difficulty was experienced owing to & 
refusal of the authorities at Hamburg to permit them to land, which was hae « 
police regulations adopted in 1886, Ultimately Mr. Alexander was able to orerom 
this difficulty by paying their fares to their homes instead of only to Hamburg 

The law at present in force in Hamburg is that no person is allowed t asi 
unless they have an amount equal to 30s. in their possession. 

In America there is no such hard and:fast rule, Provided that the immigrants 
not disabled by age or bodily infirmity from earning a living, the officials at the pom 
have a very wide discretion as to their admission, even in case of great poverty. 

The general conclusions to be derived from the evidence are as follows :~ 

1. It is impossible to state with accuracy the number of aliens at preen 2 
the United Kingdom. There are no means, as in America, and nearly all Cont 
nental countries, for’ checking the number of immigrants that arrive wa oe 
intention of settling here.
